His 
appointment as a mew member of the Cabinet was approved by the 
Knesset on Tuesday by 64 votes to 20, with six abstentions. 

The Progressives, who at Cabinet meetings had demanded that the 
entire Government should resign because of Mr. Sharett’s departure, 


abstained from voting in the Knesset. 


It is not yet known whether the

US.A. RABBIS LEAVE

Re-establishing Contact 
With Soviet Jewry

New YorK 

Three of the five representatives of 
the Rabbinical Council of America 
who are to visjt Russia left here on 
Monday on the first stage of their 
journey to Moscow. Two. other 
delegates will leave next Monday. 

Before the first delegates left, the 
Council received a message from the 
Rumanian authorities in Washington 
etending an invitation, on behalf of the 
kws of Rumania, for the delegation to 
visit that country 

The delegation will remain in Russia 
until about the middle of July. On their 
way home the rabbis will visit Rumania, 
Poland, and Czechoslovakia.

Board of Deputies’ 
Inquiries 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Inquiries are being made regarding 
the possibility of a visit by an Anglo- 
Jewish delegation to the Soviet Union 
for a study of the conditions of, and 
to resume contact with, Russian Jewry, 
the President, Mr. Barnett JANNER, 
M.P. (Leeds, United), told a meeting 
of the Board of Deputies, held under 
his chairmanship at Woburn House, 
London, on Sunday. . 


The Board reexcted Dr. N. Goldmann 
proposal “ to enter into a world function- 
ing Jewish organisation,” but it stated in 
the same resolution that it “ would wel- 
come arrangements for the regular 
exchange of information and views on 
world Jewish problems.” 

Deputies, who met for two full sessions 
(in the morning and afternoon), also dis- 
cussed ways of keeping kosher meat 
within the: reach of the poorer sections 
of the community, and of co-ordination 
in foreign affairs. 


A.J.A. Proposals 


Mr. Janner announced that the ques- 
tion of co-ordination would be discussed 
at an early meeting of the Board's Execu- 
tive Committee on the basis of their own 
new proposals and of “the final 
proposals which he had requested the 
President of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, Mr. R. N. Carvalho, to submit. 

The President made his announcement 
about the possibiiny of an Anglo-Jewrh 
delegation to the .U.S.S.R. when he 
pre senied the report of the | oreien 
Affairs Committee of which he is the 
Chairman. He also referred to “* the 
negative attnude’ of the Moroccan 
Government towards “ organised Jewish 
emigration’ and expressed the hope that 
the Government would withdraw “* what 
we. consider to be an entirely wrong 
deciston, contrary to the promises given 
by the Moroccan leaders not only to the 
Jewish communal leaders but to the world 
at large, and violating the eclementary 
principles of the U.N. Charter and the 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights.’

Any Jews who admit to 
wanting to go to Israel are .to be 
arrested and sent to Rabat for inter- 
rogation, 


The population of the aliya camp south 
of Casablanca is said to have increased 
to about 3.000 this week as homeless

SYNAGOGUE ARSON 
SENTENCE 


Edward Chant. aged 47, watchman, of 
Stockwell Park, S.W... was. sentenced to 
five years imprisonment at the Old 
Batley on Wednesday for setting fire to 
the Brixton Synagogue Memorial Hall. 
Effra Road, Brixton, last March. and to 
setting fire to paper in the boilerhouse of 
the synagogue, in April, as a result of 
which damage to the value of £20.000 
was caused. He had pleaded guilty. 


All have been ordered to leave Morocco by Monday next, 


the authorities refusing to renew their 
permits, which have just expired. 

Forty other Israel citizens have been 
told that they must leave the country 
as soon as their perms expire. 
Cadima has been dissolved and its 
premises in Casablanca and its emuigra- 
tion camp on the Mazagan road 
closed. According to the Director of 
Internal Security, Si Mohammed 
Laghzaoui, all movable property will 
be confiscated and distributed among 
charitable organisations. 

The Government's emigration ban 
means that 800 Jews who had already 
been issued with collective visas for their 
journey to Isracl must now renounce all 
hope of Sarung a new life Morcover, 
the Government's edict hits approximately 
40.000 Moroccan Jews who have applied 
to emigrate through Cadima and who are 
now virtually prisoners. 


Back to the MeHahs 


The Jews at the camp will have to be 
sent back to the mrellahs or their hovels 
in the poorest regions of the country, 
there to eke oul a meagre living as they 
and their forefathers have done for 
ceniurics., 

The vast majority of the Jews who 
have applied emigrate conk from the 
lowest social stratum. They are enher 
city-dwellers who live in the deplorably 
crowded and unsanitary conditions of the 
nfvilahs,. or country-folk who inhabn the 
sub-desert regions of southern Morocco. 
In the latter areas particularly, the lot 
of the Jews, who are mainiy~ minor 
artisans and small traders, is very poor 
indeed 

As soon as the emigration ban was 
imposed Hesman. representing 
the Moroccan Jewish community. con- 
ferred with Si Laghzaou! and attempted, 
without success. to obtain some relaxa- 
tion of the rigid order. 

The Government has attempted to 
justify this violation of the freedom of 
movement by saying that the departure 
of Jews constitutes threat the 
countrys economy by accelerating the

Mr. F. M. Lanpau (United Synagogue) 
Said that if the butchers showed no will- 
ingness to reduce the price of kosher 
meat and poultry, and if the anticipated 
merease im shechtta fee was passed 
on to the consumer, the Jewish housewife 
would ciher stop buying or reduce her 
purchases of kosher meat. 

Cilr. S. Davies, J.P. (Manchester. 
Higher Broughton), said that the pro- 
posed Council should contain representa- 
tives of all interested sections. It should 
not confine itself to meat but should deal 
with prices of all kosher foodsiuffs. 

The remedies suggesied—in case of 
non-cooperation by the trade—included 
a communal subsidy for kosher micat (by 
Mr. Pearce): the establishment of butcher 
Shops by local Boards of Shechita (by 
Mr. J. Levene, Newcastle upon Tyne. 
United); and the Withdrawal of licences 
in cases of overcharging (by Mr. S. 
Marks, Plymouth): a conference of all 


interested bodies to be convened by the 
Chief Rabbi and the Haham was sug- 
gesied by Mr. H. Gaventa. who also 


stated that the London Board for Shechiia 
welcomed. both the inquiry and the pro- 
posal to establish a consullative body. 

Replying to the debate, Mr. Samuels 
said that if the trade treated the proposed 
recommendations with contempt othe: 
plans would be ready to deal with the 
situation, 

Dr. J. Braupne (Hendon Adath Yisroel) 
Dr. Litvin, and Mr. H. Diamonpb (Ajex) 
stressed that religious requirements should 
not be exploued for profiteering: and Mr. 
P. Go_ppersc (Bethnal Green Great) and 
Mr. E. J. N. Naparro (Spamsh and 
Poriuguese) put the blame on the 
retailers, who, they said, never passed on 
the seasonal reduction in meat prices to 
the consumers.

Dr. Goldmann’s Proposals 


The problem of the Board's attituc&k 
to co-operation in the field of Jewish 
world affairs was outlined in the report 
of the joint meetings of the Exccutive 
and Foreign Affairs Commitiec, the first 
two of which were held in February and 
March of this year. 

“At the first meeting” (the report 
sated) “Dr. Nahum Goldmann was 
presem and elaborated proposals for the 
formation of a new body for continuous 
acuon in the field of world Jewish affairs. 
The’ proposals had previously been. dis- 
cussed among leading members of the 
Alliance Israélite, the American Jewish 
Labour Commmiee. the American B'na) 
B'rith. the Board of Deputies of British 
Jews, the Conseil Representatif des Juifs 
de France, the South African Jewish 
Board of Deputies. and the World Jewrnsh 
Congress 

“In essence the proposals cnvisaged 
that the functions of the new body were 
to be: 


To gather information on Jewesh affairs 


and problems throughout the world . (2) w pre 
vide tactics tor regular ecxchanec of views 
on all common probieme. and (i) take 


action whenever necessary and co-~«rdinate acthn 
taken by affiliated groups on world Jewish 
probicrms 


* Dr. Goldmann made u clear that his 
aim centred chiefly on the esiablishmens 
of a permanent functioning body consist- 
ing of representative Jewish organisalions 
throughout the world. Such a body 
would have a permanent staff and would 
make decisions by majorly vote, and 
would between plenary mectings be 
administered by a small executive 

“ As a preliminary to (his permanent 
functioning body was proposed tha! 
there should be an experimental period 
of two years, during which the organisa. 
tion would: not have a corporaic name 
Or set up a permanem staff, nor would 
action be taken excepi by unanimity. 

“At the end of the trial period the 
organisations concerned would be 
required to state whether they wished to 
participate in the permanent functioning 
body or not, and if this hod y 
were set up the World Jewish Congress 
and its affiliates would dissolve. 


Board's Independence 


“ The two committees at their joint 
meetings discussed the matier exhaustively 
in all us aspects, and at the third meet- 
ing on June 6, resolved as follows: 

Ihe Committees would welcome arrangc 
ments tor the regular exchange of intormation 
and views on world Jewish problems. bul can- 
not recommend to the Board the acceptance of 
any proposals tor the Board's entry into a workd 
functioning Organisauion which would affect the 
independence of the Board.’ © 


Introducing the report, Mr, Janner said 
that there was “ no difficulty whatever in 
accepting the first two points -indecd, I 
am sure the committees, and the Board. 
would be very glad to have an afrange- 
ment whereby there was regular 
exchange of views and information on 
Jewish problems —possibly through regu- 
lar meetings, held either in America of 


Europe, but the (wo commitices that

CONFEDERATION 


European Rejection of 
Jerusalem Agreement 


[COMMLUNICATED] 


The Executive of the Confederation 
of General Zionists of Europe and 
North Africa, meeting in plenary 
session at 77 Great Russell Street. 
London, W.C., on Sunday, decided by 
12 votes to two (members of the 
Klalim of France) with two absten- 
tions (members from Belgium) to 
reyect the Kol-Serlin agreement, intro- 
duced at the recent world conference 
of the Confederation in Jerusalem by 
Mr. Moshe Kol (Progressives) and 
Mr. Joseph Serlin (Klalim). 

The London declaration added that 
unless the agreement is immediately 
revoked « would be advocated that thc 
Confederation of General Zionists should 
function as a World CGencral Zionist 
Movement to the exclusion of the political 
parties m Israel 

[he mecting was presided over by Ds 
Joseph Sagall, the Chairman, and there 
were present members of the Executive 
from Britain. France Belgium, and 
Morocco. Barnett Janne M 
Chairman of the European and North 
African ounci! of the Confederation of 
Gencral Ziomsts. also attended. 


Detailed Objections 


The following declaration was adopted 

(1) The Eufopean and North African 
Confederation of General Zionists, which 
was clecied by democratic vole al 
Furopean conference, regrets to declare 
that the Kol-Serlin agreement ts incon- 
sistent with the interests of the World 
General Ziomst Movement, and =the 
Executive therelore declares: it as 
unacceptable. 

(2) By permuting General Zionist 
bodies outside Israel to identify them- 
selves with political parties mn Isracl and 
to establish apart from Hanoar Hazioni. 
hitherto the sole Youth and Hechalutz 
Movement of General Zionism, also othe: 
youth movements, the Kol-Serlin agree- 
ment is calculated to transfer into the 
Diaspora the controversics and the 
Mruggies between the Klalim and the Pro- 
gressives of Isracl—-which will totally 
disturb the progress of the“ World Genera! 
Zionist Movement 

(3) The European and North African 
Confederation ts opposcd io the atiempr 
to dispose of the funds of our Con- 
federation, aS is attempted in the 
Kol-Serlin agreemem, without prior con- 
or agreement of dur governing 
institutions in Furope and North Africa 

(4) In view of the above-mentioned 
considerations, the European and North 
African Confederation urges thai the 
Kol-Seriin agreemem should be abolished. 


Unless this demand is fulfilled. this 
Executive recommends that the World 
Confederation should in future function 


as a World General Zionist Movement 
which embraces all World General Zionis 
Organisations with the exception of the 
two parties im Israel.

ERMON FOR THE WEE 


ANSWER TO ANTISEMITISM 


How goodly are thy tents, O 
Jacob, thy dwellings, O Israel! 
(Num. xxiv, 5). 


UR Sidra details the bless- 

ings of Balaam. it is a 

strange episode even in the 
record of a people whose history is 
replete with the strange, the 
unexpected. and the challenging. 
The pagan prophet's original intent 
was to curse; enmity towards 
Israel was the dominant motive that 
inspired his actions. In that respect 
he represents no new phenomenon ; 
the Jew-haters, even more than the 
poor, are ever with us. What is 
arresting is the dénouement: 
coming to curse, he stayed to 
bless ! 


But on deeper reflection can we 
truly adjudge the outcome as conflict- 
ing with our expectations ? Does not 
the malevolent disease of antisemitism 
invariably «carry with it a germ of 
blessing. too ? ‘This causeless, age- 
old. world-straddling hate would 
undoubtedly have destroyed a weaker 
race, a lesser breed. Yet. though “ the 
hammer shivers glass, iron by its blow 
is forged.” 

We are a stiff-necked people. Our 
reaction to persecution is an inner 
recoil that not only gives us resilience 
in suffering but impels us towards new 
heights of idealism. inspires us with 
new visions of Divine purpose, and 
relashions us into a (finer, more 
durabie instrument of God. 

ALAAM’S curses may carry an 

iromec blessing in their train. yet 
their intrinsic evil hives after them 
There is a baneful aftermath to the 
antisemitic assault It tends to 
engender in our weaker brethren the 
humiliating belief--perhaps only. sub- 
consciously realised-—-that Judaism is 
a condition of Judophobia ; that it is 
the last ditch from which the Jew 
can fight back when he stands at bay 
that, like the nomome ghetto, it is 
something he must leave behind at the 
first sign of emancipation, however 
fleeting and delusive it may prove 

In this degeneration of the spirit ts 
to be seen the crucllest consequences 
of the antisemite’s malevolence The 
brute-savagery of the pogromist is 
unmustakable ; consequently it can be 
met and eventually overcome. Ihe 
Satanic smile of Balaam blessing con- 
ceals a far more sinister evil to which. 
alas ' all too often the Jewish weak- 
ling falls a prey 

How wise were our sages when they 
declared That all Balaam’s. rachor 
turned in the end into Alalot'! This 


is the way of aftisemitism through the 
ages. Yet one verse, the rabbrs 
stood the test of time and did not 
lose its beneficent potency. ~ How 
goodly are thy tents, O Jacob, thy 
dwellings, O Israci'" expresses not 
only the reluctant admiration of the 
would-be curser, but an irrefutable 
verity of Jewish life in every epoch, 
for the sublime sentence refers, 
according to Talmudic exegesis, to 
Isracls shrines of worship and 
academies of study. These constitute 
the power-houses of the Jewish spirit ; 
they have unfailingly served to fructily 
Jewish life in days of joy as well as 
in limes of sorrow. 


AVE we not here the true answer 

to the perenmial evil of Jew-bait- 
ing’ Reason docs not silence anti- 
semitism, because it is inherently 
unreasonable. Truth leaves it wholly 
unabashed, because if 18, im its very 
essence, false and corrupt. Counter- 
argument may at times even fan its 
destructive fire. Our ultsmate defence 
against the assault of our ecnemuics 1s 
to be sought in the increase of our 
own strength. 

Let wus not tremble at every 
poisonous charge levelled by our 
Balak-like detractors nor succunyb at 
the first patronising smile of our 
modern Balaams. Even the ass, con- 
scious of the injustice done to him, 
showed greater dignity and restraint. 
Rather let us build our citadel trom 
within Jacob's tent is bis ultimate 
blessing ; Isracl’s sanctuary of prayer 
contains the unfathng assurance of his 
God-given wnmortality

Addressing ‘the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation Younger Members’ Branch, at 
the Ben Uri Art Gallery, 14 Portman 
Street, W.1. on Tuesday, on “Some

SOLVING PALESTINE 
PROBLEM 


Arab Students’ Suggestions 


By a Correspondent 


An Arab point of view on Arab- 
Israeli relations was expressed to me 
by Mr. Talib Shibib. Secretary of the 
Arab Students’ Union in the United 
Kingdom, after he had addressed a 
recent meeting of the University of 
London Arab Students’ Society on 
“ Reflections on the Proposed Solu- 
tions of the Palestine Problem.” The 
Union has a membership of between 
500 and 600 students. 

In his talk, Mr. Shibib Stressed that 
he was expressing a personal view, and 
stated that he would iry to examine the 
problem in an objective Spirit 

He told me that he considered that even 
if the Israclis were prepared to make 
considerable concessions. such as to 
accept the return. of some of the Arab 
refugees and to cede certain paris of the 
southern Negev, Arab leader would 
enter into negotiations with Ben-Gurion, 
since he could not be trusted in any case.” 

A new Israeli Government, he said, 
would have to come into being, which 
would consist of people who did not 
remind the Arabs of the Israeli-Arab war 
and other events in Palestine. which had 
dealt a serious blow to the national pride 
of the Arabs. As long as the spirit of 
the yictor and the vanquished existed. 
the Arab-Israeli conflict could not be 
solved. 


Refugees’ Return Improbable 


Mr. Shibib, in his address to the 
Students, stated that he thought the return 
of all the Arab refugees to Israel to be 
highly improbable under presemt condi- 
tions, because they would be reluctant 
to share the conditions in which the Arab 
minority in Israel lived at present and 
they would not want to assume Israeli 
citizenship. Their return would also be 
impossible because of economic reasons. 

Dealing with the possibility of a settle- 
ment of the Palestine problem through 
a war in which the Arabs were successful, 
the speaker stated that in such a case 
it would be “a soberin thought’ if 
the Arabs established Jewish 
camps for those Israelis 
be able to 
Origin.

A.J.A. APPROACH. TO DEPUTIES 
Sending to Russia

“} would lke to think.” said the 
President of the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation, Mr. R. N. Carvatho, at the 
hail-vearly meeting of the Association 
over which he presided at 33 Seymour 
Place. W.1, on Monday, “that a 
united approach might succeed in get- 
ting a delegation invited to Russia, and 
it occurs to me that that suggestion 
will have to be put to the Board of 
Deputies. If it is turned down the 
fasiure will not be on our heads” 

Ihe meeting, which, at the suggestion 
of «a number of members, was ine first 
half-yearly general mecting to be held. 
dealt wih a very wide range of pressing 
probems abroad and the aucsiion of 
communal unity, particularly the relation- 
sm.) As whn the Board 
ot Doouties. 

Mr. Curvalho said that at the last 
of ihe Council he had occation 
to ‘eter to the visit of the Rus ian 
leaders to this country and to what 
io him ihe undgigniind and irres- 
ponsible acueon of the Board of Deputies 
in not calling all interested Jewish bodies 
togc:her mm the hope that any approach 
to the Russians would be united. This. 
ho said, was only one incident among 
many when unity would have been to the 
benefit of the Anglo-Jewish community, 


or al kasi would Aave redounded to tts 
good name and dignity even if the effori 
did not acveve the success aimed at. 


Finding Basis for Co-operation 


‘I am pleased to inform you,” he 
said. “that im recent weeks | had an 
op ,ortunny of discussing this question 
wih the President of the Board ot Depu- 
ties, and | am hopeful that we may 
Sshuiily De abic continuc discus- 
sions m the hope of finding a suttable 
basis for a form of co-operation.” 

Regarding world affairs, the President 
said, they had always opposed the 
creavion of a permancni Jewish interna- 
tional organisation because iu involved 
prncipics which imy considc red 
impertam. They believed that every Jew 
owed undivided political lovalty to his 
own country and that thts lovany made 
wmpractical to have any permanent 
association where different national 
inieresis might exist. On the other hand, 
they had alwavs advocated the value of 
organisations conmterring togethe: 
on particular ts ues Ihe work of the 
Claims Conference Against Germany was 
suficn nt indicauion of the success of 
such ad hoe arrangements. 

In regard to the mvitation to the Board 
of Deputies to partic Date in & new world 
Jewish Organisation, he was pleased Lo 
noice that the Board had declined but 
said that un would welcome the regular 
exchange of information and views on 
world Jow: h problems, 

[he situation between Isracl and her 
neighbours could not, he said, be dis- 
sociated from the ferment which had 

sen. in North Africa. especially in 
French North Africa. That situation had 
probably not yet réached us climax, and 
they must expect further grave problems 
mMiorc the nationalists of Africa were 
sausfied. This would undoubicdly resul 
in an almost complete relinguishment of 
power and influence by France. Once in 
the Arab League the North African 
counirics would have to pay lhip-service, 


by cise, to hatred for tsracl, and 
Jews in thosé countries, even if now 
well-treated. by their Govern- 
ments, would have to face the anger of 
the more extreme clements. “ Naturally, 
on this North African problem,” said Mr. 
Carvalho, “we are im the closes: touch 
with our friends the Alliance Israélite 
Universelle of France, and | am delighted 
that last week the Board of Deputies 
called an emergency meciing of the 
represemtiatives of non-governmenial 
bodies to consider ceriain aspecis of the 
problem. if am sure that the only way 
to tackle this tragic situation is by co- 
operation between Jewrsh bodies.’ 

In the discussion on the report Col. 
A. M. Lyons, Q.C., asked whether, in 
view of the appalling siiuauon now 
developing in Morocco, some sicps would 
be taken to coO-operaic wih any ober 
organisation which was willing to make 
some representation to sce if an amelrora- 
tion could be brought about. He also 
asked whether any steps could be taken 
with a view to the sxnding of a repre- 
sniauive body to Sovict Rus-ia to: make 
a full mvestigation of the posimion of 
Jews behind the Iron Curtain. 


Board’s “ Mediocre Members ” 


Mr. Victor Lucas drew alicnition to 
the fact that at the previous day's mect- 
ing of the Board of Deputies the Presi- 
dent had referred to an article by the 
Association's Secretary, Mr. Charles S. 


Spencer, in a South African paper, in 
which Mr. Janner had only made 
reference, he said, to one phrase which, 


taken from its context, served the Presi- 
dem's purpose—that Mr. Spencer had 
referred to “ mediocre members of the 
Board.” Mr. Lucas waniecd to know in 
what sense that phrase was used and 
whether the article had been written by 
Mr. Spencer in his official capacity 

Mr. Carvalho said if the article was 
not official, « was nearly official, and 
certainly more than sem-official. Mr. 
Spencer had been asked by this South 
African paper if he would write an 
article on the AJ.A. and had shown him 
the draft, of which he approved. There 
was nothing in the article of which they 
had any reason to be ashamed or to 
wam to retract. 

Mr. H. A. Goodman—who said he 
had- been a member of the Board of 
Deputies for 30 years—told the meeting 
that he thought that Mr. Spencers 
article was, in fact, an understatement. 

Lt.-Col. Charles Waley Cohen, C.M.G.., 
said that the suggestion put forward by 
Mr. Janner occasionally that because all 
the Board of Deputies’ represeniatives 
were elected they were the only repre- 
seniative body was palpably untrue. 

Mr. Marcus Shioimovitz made an 
appeal in the interests, he said, of the 
milhons of their people in the Soviet 
Union to wave aside any question of 
dignity with regard to formaliuics. They 
should make every possible effort to reach 
agreement with the Board of Deputies so 
that the voice of Anglo-Jewry “ shall 
sound united everywhere. 

“| would hke to think.” said Mr. 
Carvalho, “ that a united approach might 
succeed in getting a delegation inviied 
io Russia, and it occurs to me that that 
suggestion will have to be put to the 
Board of Deputies. If is turned down, 
the failure will hot be on our heads.” 
He did not think the time had yet come 
when they should despair of communal 
unity, and he proposed to go on trying 
to achieve it. 
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Col. Lyons u that cither with, or 
if not, without, the co-operation of the 
Board, the Association send a 
deputation to Soviet Russia. 

The President said the approach should 
be from the Jews of this country to 
those of Russia—he did not envisage thai 
they should to the Kremlin and talk 
to them. But if there could be an 
exchange of views and visits between 
the Jews of this country and in the 
Soviet Union u would be a good thing. 
But t would not be right that a section 
of the community represented in the 
Association should try to “jump the 


queuc. 

Li.Col. Waley Cohen thought there 
was no reason why the President should 
not say to Mr. Janner: “We would 
like to make this approach,” and ask, 
“ would you join with us?” 

Mr. Goodman asked the President 
whether he would consider extending an 
inviiation to*the Chief Rabbi of Moscow, 
Rabbi Schiifer, to visit this country. 

Mr. Carvalho replied: “ No,” adding 
that he would suggest n to the Chief 
Rabbi when he returned from America. 


Morocco Negotiations 


A statement on foreign affairs was 
made by Mr. R. H. Landman. 

Col, Lyons asked whether any step was 
beng taken to try to ameliorate the 
appalling position in Morocco. 

rf, Landman replied that in the 
interests of their corcligionisis in Morocco 
he musi refuse to reveal what was going 
on while negotiations were proceeding. 
They had an observer in Morocco and 
they were constantly advised regarding 
the position. 

Mr. Goodman agreed with Mr. Land- 
mans decision, and the President said 
his reply had his complete approval. 

Mr. A. S$. Diamond said that the 
imporiam thing to do was to provide 
money—which the Jews of this couniry 
did not do—for the training of the Jews 
of North Africa to earn a living in some 
skilled occupation. 

In the absence of Mr. Charles Rubens. 
Chairman of the Charitable Trusts and 
Education Committee, his report was 
read by Mr. Spencer. 

The President welcomed Mrs. Moss 
Levy, headmistress of the Evelina de 
Rothschild School, Jerusalem, who is on 
a visit to this couniry. 

Mrs. Levy reporied on the effects on 
the school of the recent tension in Isracl 
and on the progress that has been made. 

Mr. Lawrence Jacobs, Chairman of 
the Administrative Commiutice, in his 
report on the work of the commiiice. 
paid a iribute to the AJ.A. Young 
Members branch and said that one of 
the recent innovations in the work of the 
A.J.A. was the Hospitality Commitice 
flor foreign Jewish students this 
couniry.

ZIONIST SCHOOLS 
CONTROVERSY

Critics of the Zionist school plans 
in this country were sharply attacked 
at the annual display and prize distri- 
bution of the Hillel House Schools 
which are supported by the Zionist 
Federation—held at the Anson Hall, 
Chichele Road, London, N.W.2. on 
Sunday. 

Regret was expressed at the attitude 
of the Chief Rabbi in the controversy. 

Mr. E. Chanan, the Chairman of the 
Board of Governors of the Schools. who 
presided, after bringing greetings from 
the sister school, Rosh Pina, in Edgware 
which he said was progressing very well, 
referred to the attacks which had lately 
been made on their schools. These attacks. 
he said, came from various sources. but 
had one thing in. common, namely, 
ignorance. 

Dr. I. S. Fox said he had noted with 
distress some of the criticism of the 
schools and of the education policy of 
the Zionist Federation. 

Ihe Anglo-Jewish communiiy, he 
claimed, was faced with a kiss of death 
from the general community with its 
attractive way of life and high culture. 
A large number of Anglo-Jewish. youth 
were leaving the community. 

The attuude of the Chief Rabbi, if he 
had been correctly reported in THe 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, had caused him (Dr. 
Fox) much distress. The Chicf Rabbi 
was reported to have said that despite 
undertakings, the tendency might be 
to teach Hebrew as a living language 
in the Zionist schools. Yet the agrec- 
mem which the Zionist Federation had 
reached with the United Synagogue and 
which had received the Chief Rabbi's 
consent, did provide for the teaching of 
Hebrew as a living language. Dr. Fox 
stressed that nothing could have given 
greater Safeguards for Jewish traditional 
education than the agreement,

The Ben Uri Art Gallery is cele- 
brating the 40th anniversary of its 
increasingly important existence by a 
selective exhibition (till July 24) of 
works by artists who have shown at 
the Ben Uri.

GUARDIANS NOT A 
RICH BODY 


Anxious Financial Position 


By Jewish Chronicle Reporters 


The finances of the Jewish Board 
of Guardians—*“a melancholy story 
—continued to cause great anxiety, it 
was stated by Mr. Justice Karminski, 
President, at the annual meeting of 
contributors to the Board, held at 
Woburn House, London, W.C., on 
Monday. The meeting was attended 
by over four hundred people. 


Mr. Justice Karminski, who was in the 
chair, said that during the year expendi- 
ture had exceeded income by over 
£32,000, an increase of over £9,000 on 
the defictt of the previous year. The 
community had yet to realise that the 
help which they expected from the Board 
had to be paid for The Board was 
popularly, but quite wrongly, regarded 
as a rich body. There were far too many 
people who either ignored them or took 
them for granted. 

The emphasis of the Board's work 
during the year, the President went on, 
had been on “no startling new develop- 
ments, but on gradual change. The 
demand for children’s convalescent homes 
continued to diminish, and demand for 
provision for the infirm aged had 
increased. In consequence the Board had 
decided that one convalescent home for 
children would meet their needs, and 
the Anthony and Annie Muller Home at 
Broadstairs had been retained for that 
purpose 


Home Converted for the Aged 


The former children’s home at Tudor 
House, Grayshott, had been converied 
into a Home for the Infirm Aged, and 
tt was hoped, when the necessary altera- 
tions had been completed, to house sixty 
old people there. Pressure on their other 
old people's homes continued to be as 
great as ever. Property at 15 Poole 
Road, Bournemouth, had been bough 
for the purpose of an old people's home 
which it was hoped would be ready for 
occupation by the end of this year. Great 
assisiance in ‘the establishment of that 
home had been received from the Bourne- 
mouth Jewish community. 

Cheques for £1,000 and £500, respec- 
tively, were handed to Mr. Justice Kar- 
minski on behalf of the Guardians’ Aid 
Committee by Mr. Leonard Green, and 
on behalf of the Women’s Campaign 
Committee by Lady Karminska. 

Presenting the accounts, Mr. [. W. 
Goldberg. Joint Treasurer, said that the 
expenditure for 1955, which had increased 
by £10,400 over the previous year, 
reflected the expansion of the work of 
the Board. 

The following prizes were distributed 
by Lady Karminski to the best appren- 
tices of the year: 

The Guy Lushington Prizes—-Maurice 
Herman, a third-year apprentice in the 
trade of heating and ventilating enginecer- 
ing: George Breuer Weil, a second-year 
apprentice diamond mounter, who is also 
a sculptor and painter; Norman Paynton, 
a fifth-year apprentice as a shopfitter’s 
draughisman. 

The Frank R. Waley Prizes—Cyril 
Palenberg. a third-year apprentice com- 
posiior, and his twin brother Nathanic! 
Palenberg, a second-year apprentice spec- 
tackle maker; and Raymond Burland, a 
third-year apprentice in the electrical 
engineering trade. 

Awards were also made to five boys 
who gave “live” displays of their work 
at the recent “ Training for a Trade ™ 
exhibition held at the offices of the Board.

Mr. Ben-Gurion gave as the reason for 
Mr. Sharett’s resignation the need for 
complete co-ordination of the activities 
of the Ministries of Defence and of 
Foreign Affairs, since the overriding con- 
sideration in policy must be the security 


of the State. 

In other words Mr. Ben-Gurion 1s 
ensuring that he, as Defence Minister. 
will have complete control of foreign 
affairs. It is clear from this that the new 
Forcign Minister, Mrs. Myerson, will be 
given littl scone and will deal mainly 
with routine affairs 


Premier's Tribute 


Earlier, Mr. Ben-Gurion had paid a 
iribute to Mr Sharett. referring to his 
“wide culture. thorough knowledge of 
international affairs. natural talents, tact, 
temperament, agreeable manner, loyaliy 
to duty, and tremendous diligence.” all of 
which fitted him for the task which was 
imposed on him. 

Mr. Sharett naid a warm tribute to his 
staff, both inside the Foreign Ministry 
and abroad. He revealed that he had 
offered to remain outside the present 
Government when tt was formed last 
August. but Mr. Ben-Gurion had then 
refused his offer... But m recent weeks 


he had seen that his resignation: was 
unavoidable.

The General Zionist spokesman, Mr.

A stormy Cabinet meeting oreceded the 
Knesset announcement of Mr. Sharett’s 
resignation. The Progressives. Manam. 
and the Religious ‘parties objected both 
to his resignation and the methods by 
which was brought about 

The Minister of Justice. Mr. P. Rosen 
(Progressives). pressed for the resignation 
of the entire Government. But the Coali- 
tion parties finally surrendered to the 
argument that the Premier had the right 
to make changes in his Cabinet 

There was also a stormy session when 
Mr. Sharett wnformed the Central Com. 
mittee of Mapai that he was unable to 
continue in office. His resignation was 
accepted only by a minority of the Com- 
mittee—35 members voted in favour of 
accepting his resienstion. seven opposed. 
and 47 abstained. These figures make it

BOYCOTT DEMAND

Arab Approach to Greece 
From our Correspondent 


ATHENS 

Representativés of the Athens 
Chamber of Commerce have rejected 
Arab suggestions that Greece should 
join the anti-Israeli boycott campaign, 
reports the Athens newspaper ESTA. 

The proposal was made at a four-day 
conference here of delegates of the 
Chamber and representatives of Egypt, 
Lebanon, Syria, Jordan, Iraq, and Saudi 
Arabia, arranged to discuss ways of 
promoting commercial links between 
Greece and the Arab States. 

At the conclusion of the conference a 
statement was issued referring to the 
“friendship binding the Greek and Arab 
peoples and their common political 
ideals.” and containing a long list of 
recommendations to help to promote 
trade relations. 

While the Arabs attempted to persuade 
Greek business men to boycott Israc! 
Greek officials suggested that Arab 
friendship for Greece should be mani- 
fested in strong support of Greece's 
claim for the union of Cyprus 

As an initial gesture of good will the 
Greek Prime Minister, Mr. Karamanilis, 
announced that Arab business men visit- 
ing Greece would not require entry visas. 
He also annowneed that a permanent 
exhibition of Greek products would be

JEWISH SCHOOLS HAVE TO 
ADMIT MOSLEMS

As a result of legislation introduced 
in Egypt recently making it obligatory 
for non-State schools to accept pupils 
of all faiths, the Jewish schools in 
Cairo and Alexandria have had to 
admit 236 Moslems in the past year. 
_ Announcing this at the annual meeting 
in Cairo of the Board of Governors of 
the Jewish schools. Mr. Salvator Cicurel. 
the President of the Cairo Jewish com- 
munity. said that in accordance with the 
new law Moslem students at the schools 
were being taught the Koran by teachers 
provided hy the Ministry of Education. 
The number of Jewish students in the 
communal schoals in Cairo had dropped 
from 1.673 to 1.500 in the past year. 

The Arab language. added Mr. Cicurel, 
was now the princina! language of tuition 
at the schools. Hebrew. regarded as a 


“religious language.’ was taught to 
Jewrsh students But because most 
Hebrew teachers had left the country 


the Chief Rabbi. he said, had appointed 
a special committee to work out a new 
teaching programme.

Apart from the fact that the Jews who 
had emigrated represemied the pdoresi 
class, he added. it was evident that the 
vicumisation of the Jews could provoke 
far more serious disturbances in the 
country than any pretended flight of 
capital. It was no secret that Jews had 
always been second-class citizens in 
Morocco, and the Government's move 
was further proof of this 

Because of recent declarations by the 
Sultan, by the Premier, and by other 
members of the Government assuring 
the Jews of complete liberty. the com- 
munty fecls that it has been deceived. 


Relations with Moslems 


While the réle of Jews in loca! politics 

S always been reserved, relations 
between Jews and Moslems have been 
good of late. Even before 

orocco’s independence was proclaimed 
the Jewish group known as the Move- 
ment National Marocain, led by M. J. 
O'Hana, merged with Istiglal. Subse- 
quently, Jews and Mosiems = joined 
together mn the El Wifaq organisation. 
which is intended to promote a 
rapprochement of the two communities, 
and which ts presided over by the Crown: 
Prince himself, Moulay Hassan, the 
Sulian’s eldest son. A result of this 
rapprochement was the nomination of a 
Jewish Minister of Posts, Telephones. 
and Telegraphs, Dr. Léon Benzaguem 
and the appointment of a Jew as an 
officer in the Royal Moroccam Armed 
Forces. 

These politic8l events—and, of course, 
the Sultan's declarations—icnded to 
create cantidence among the Jewish com- 
munity and helped to assuage the fea 
created by the state of insecurity. For 
this reason leaders of the Jewrsh com- 
munity preferred to come to terms with 
the Governmem as amicably as possrbic, 
in the hope that the entente cordiale 
would continue 

But by imposing restricuions on emigra- 
tion the Government, say the Jewish 
communal leaders, has, unforiunaicly, 
undermined the confidence the Jews had 
init. And af it is unwilling to give proof 
of iis good faith by rescinding the orde: 
it commuts self to Cairo’s antu-Jewssh 
policy, which may have grave conse- 
quences for all Jews in Morocco, rich 
and poor. 

The Cadima organisation has arranged 
for the emigration of 100,000 Moroccan 
Jews to Israci since 1946. Its work was 
financed in part by voluntary subscrip- 
tions and by substantial contributions 
from international Jewish organisations. 


Istiqlal Comment 


Commenting on the liquidation of 
Cadima. Er Atam, the organ of the 
Istigla!l Party, said: “ This organisation 
had absolute freedom to organise the 
emigration of Jews with the full know- 
ledge of. the forcign administration [the 
former French Protectorate} One 
cannot ignore the danger that this const:- 
tutes for the country, because part of 
our economic activity is halted due to the 
emigration of part of the Jewish com- 
munity, who take their capital with them 
Thev become a danger for the Arab 
nations, our sisters, because they are 
massing on their frontiers and the Israchi 
Government calls on them. More serious 
still is the fact that many of the Jews 
who emigrated did not find the wonders 
that they were promised They have 
returned to Morocco afier losing their 
money and have become members of 
the poverty-siricken communities in 
Morocco. 

“It was hoped that this emigration 
would cease after Morocco obtained its 
independence However, this did not 
stop. international Jewish organisations 
from continuing to arrange the emigration 
of Moroccan Jews . . . The decision con- 
cerning the Cadima organisation is well 
founded.” 

Commenting on the Istiglal editorial, 
a spokesman of the Jewish community in 
Rabat said that Jews would remain in 
Morocco only if they were treated 
decently, and if they were given adequate | 
guarantees for their safety. But they 
could not be forced to siay against their 
will,

House of Representatives has cut the 
foreign aid programme for the 
coming fiscal year, the allocation of 
$170,000,000 for economic aid to the 
Near East remains intact. 

It ws believed that Israel will receive 
only about $20,000.000 of this. as well as 
for technical aid (Point 4). The remainder 
will go to the Arab countries. The actua' 
allocations for each country will not be 
known for several months. but it is 
certam that Israel's share will be 
decidedly smaller than in previous vears. 


Last year Israel received about 
$30.000_000.

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ADOPTION IN JEWISH LAW 


No Legal 


To the Editor of Tue Jewrsn CHRONICLE 


article “Adoption in 
Jewish Law,” which appeared recently 
in your journal, was written particu- 
larly for those like the Rev. J. Shaw 
who hold mistaken notions on this 
subject, 


To state, as I did, that adoption as a 
legal institution does not exist in Judaism 
in no way underestimates or minimises 
the great humane service of those who 
adopt children and bring them up as 
their own. The article was not concerned 
with an appraisal of the value of 
adoption as such; if it were, | would have 
had many laudatory comments to make. 
1 deemed it sufficient to quote the 
Talmudic sources which show the extent 
to which this is recognised in Judaism. 
lt was a comparative study and, as the 
title suggests, an attempt to define the 
legal and religious status of the adopicd 
child vis-a-vis his newly acquired parents. 

Your correspondent quotes a number 
of Agadic statements—for example, 
“ that those who raise an orphan in their 
home are regarded by Scripture as if they 
had given him birth,” and deduces from 
it that adoption exists legally in Judaism. 
Another Talmudic statement uses the 
same analogy: “ that those who teach a 
neighbour's son Torah are regarded by 
Scripture as though they had given him 
birth.” Obviously, these statements 
cannot be taken Interally. They merely 
emphasise the great honour due to such 
people and the esteem in which they 
are held in Jewish eyes: but they are not 
intended as legal statements to define the 
relauionship between the child and his 
foster-parent, 


Institution 


To substantiate this thesis, Mr. Shaw 
quotes the authority of the Sedch 
Hemed to the eflect that the adopted 
child should recite Kaddish after 
his foster-parent as an expression of 
“ filial piety.” There is, however, a dis- 


tinction between performing a religious 
act out of filial piety and a defined 
religious duty. So much so that the 


Chatam Sofer rules that orphans reciting 
Kaddish for parents, should object to 
an adopted child who is reading with 
them Kaddish out of respect for his 
foster-parent, their objection is to be 
upheld, and an extra psalm should be said 
for the benefi, of the adopted child 
(Responsa, Chatam Sofer Orach Chaim 
164). 


Again,

your correspondent _ refers 
statememt of the Remah in 
Misphat, that if the adopted 
is referred to as “my son” in a 


legal document, the document is valid. 
This is simply because the expression 
“my son” is one of deep affection. The 


S'ma (Rabbi Joshua Falk) commenting 


on this. rules that the law would be 
similarly so if one wrote on the docu- 
ment “ mother ” 


when referring to his 
mother-in-law. 

Contrary to the beliefs of Mr. Shaw, 
adoption as a legal imstitution, as 
we know i today, does not exist in 
Jewish law. This conclusion need not 
act as a deterrent to would-be Jewish 
adopiers. It is the privilege of every 
couple who adopt a child to rear the 
child in accordance with their own belief 
and practice. It is well, however, that 
they be acquainted with the Jewish aiti- 
tude to the problem,

JEWISH SOUP KITCHEN 
Removing A Misconception 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu 


Sin,—An article by Dr. Cecil Roth 
on “European Influences on Anglo- 
Jewry,’ in the current issue of 


COMMON GROUND, gives a picture 
entitled “Soup Kitchen for Poor 
Jews : Spitalfields, 1879.” This picture. 


showing the soup kitchen in operation, 
prompts me to send you this letter. 


There is a misconception that the Soup 
Kitchen for the Jewish Poor in the East 
End of London does not serve a useful 
or necessary function today in a Wel- 
fare State and, furthermore, that its 
presem locality is wrong because there 
are no Jews in sufficient numbers in the 
East End 

On the latter point, the local figures 
published by the Borough Councils and 
the number of new flats that are rising in 
the East End prove that it is still one 
of the most thickly populated Jewish dis- 
tricts and that the population is, in, fact. 
on the increase. Apart from this, there 
are many who come to the soup kitchen 
for help who live in other districts. 

On the former point. a visit to the 
soup kitchen, particularly on a Monday 
from about 12 noon to 3 p.m., will pro- 
vide ample evidence of the need for its 
continuance. The people who attend are 
old, sick, and unable to mainiain them- 
selves properly, even though they may 
obdiain some relief in the Welfare . State. 
Ihe cases dealt with are vetted regularly 
and periodically through the Jewish Board 
of Guardians at our request, and, indeed. 
ihe Board of Guardians itself sends u 
cases for relief from time to time. 

We are reluctant to change the name 


of the charity, although it gives the 
impression that soup is the only com- 
modiuy provided and that it is served 


in the manner customary in the past, by 
lading out cans of soup to those who 
present themselves at the kitchen. Instead. 
today the commodities distributed are 
taken from the following: tinned soup, 
bread, vegetables, tea, cereals, jam, mar- 
garine, eggs, tinned herrings, and sardines. 

The soup kitchen is one of the most 
deserving of charitics, but lacks the sup- 
port nu should receive from the com- 
mumity, because of the belief that it is 
redundamt. This belief is not justified 
by the facts. 

May I make this appeal on behalf of 
the kitchen and invite your readers to 
contribute in the ways in which the 
kitchen has been supported in the past 
by (a) becoming subscribers for any 
amount or (b) by choosing a day in the 
calendar of special! significance to them- 
seives and, for a payment of £50, making 
it the day on which all the food disiri- 
buied is done in the donor's name to 
mark the special event. 

The soup kitchen is over 100 years old 
(it was founded in 1854) and it has never 
closed us doors throughout that period. 
Must do so now ?

RESTITUTION FOR VICTIMS 
OF NAZISM 


Operations of U.R.O. 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—In your last week's issue you 
published a letter from Mrs. Hilde H. 
Caro, which stated that there was no 
adequate organisation in. this country 
to safeguard the interests of Nazi 
victims and particularly those of the 
small claimants, with regard to com- 
pensation from the German Federal 
Republic. 


1 wish to draw attention to the fact 
that, om 1948, the United Restitution 
Office, as 1 was then called, was estab- 
lished in London by refugee organisa- 
tions, with the assistance of the leading 
Jewish welfare organisations, among 
them the Central British Fund. Since 
then the United Restitution Office (now 
known as the United Restitution Organi- 
Salion) has been operating, under the 
chairmanship of Professor Norman Bent- 
wich, in 14 countries outside Germany, 
and has set up five branches in Germany 

This organisation has assisted indigent 
victims of Nazism in the prosecution of 
their claims for restitution and compensa- 
tion and has thus, in the main, served 
just that group of people whom your 
correspondent refers to. as * small 
claimants.” At present the U.R.O. 
represents over 65.000 Jews all over the 
world, of whom more than 6,000 are 
resident in the United Kingdom. 

Although we deplore the slowness of 
procedure, with its often tragic conse- 
quences, and we are constantly pressing 
for the elmination of bureaucratic 
methods, it would be- unfair to say that 
it i the Federal Government's dearest 
hope to see “no survivors” in order to 
avoid their obligations towards the 
victims, 

Payments made to U.R.O.’s clients 
already exceed £20,000.000. Ihe new 
law makes most of the claims inheritable, 
with one regrettable exception. 

In the same issue in which your corre- 
spondent’s letter is published, you your- 
self in your leading article consider the 
new version of the Indemnification Law 
as marking a most welcome progress, and 
we wish to identify ourselves with this 
opinion.

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EXCHANGE VISITS WITI 
ISRAELIS 
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MR. SHARETT GOES 


DESPITE the explanation given by the 
Israeli Prime Minister in the Knesset debate 
on Monday night, the precise reasons why 
he forced Mr. Sharett to resign his position 
as Foreign Minister remain somewhat 
obscure. What is equally puzzling is Mr. 
Ben-Gurion’s choice of this particular 
moment to effect such a radical change in 
the direction of his Foreign Ministry. It is 
clear that Mr. Sharett did not go willingly and 
that his departure was strongly opposed by 
a considerable section of his own party, 
Mapai, in the central committee of 
which 35 members voted in favour of 
accepting his resignation, while 47 abstained 
and 7 opposed it. Within the Coalition 
itself there was strong opposition from the 
small Progressive group, and in the Cabinet 
the Mapam and Hapoel Hamizrachi Parties 
are reported to have abstained from voting. 
It can rarely have happened that a Prime 
Minister, in’ dismissing a colleague, has 
treated him in public to such fulsome praise 
as that which .Mr. Ben-Gurion lavished on 
Mr. Sharett in the Knesset. Moreover, the 
public in Israel and abroad is justified in 
asking why such a drastic change was 
necessary if, at the same time, the Prime 
Minister stoutly denies that there is to be 
any” alteration im the conduct of foreign 
affairs. The fact is, of course, that it is 
difficult to accept this declaration at its face 
value. Indeed, the whole episode is typical 
of Mr. Ben-Gurion, from whom we have 
learned to expect decisive, spontaneous, and 
sometimes rash actions, and moderate 
speeches belied by not so moderate deeds. 
One is reminded, for example, of his speech 
of November 2, 1955, when he declared the 
Israeli Government's readiness for lasting 
peace and a long-term settlement with her 
neighbours, or alternatively a limited settle- 
ment provided that there was. full imple- 
mentation of ‘the armistice agreements and 
elimination of border incidents, followed 
immediately by an Israeli Army reprisal 
raid in the Nitzana area which cost the 
Egyptians SO lives. 

Mr. Sharett has been forced out of the 
Cabinet probably as the result of a combi- 
nation of a number of factors. It would not 
be sufficient to say that it was because of 
the failure of his foreign policy,: for his 
policy has at all times been that of the 
Cabinet, and Cabinet Ministers, including 
his successor, Mrs. Myerson, have been at 
pains to point out that they stood solidly 
behind their Foreign Minister. Nor would 
it be correct to say that it was the result 
of the diplomatic reverse suffered by Israel 
at the last meeting of the Security Council, 
although Mr. Ben-Gurion, in the Koesset 
debate, suggested that Mr. Sharett’s fate was 
sealed as a result of that meeting. The long 
and the short of it is that an incompatibility 
of temperament between the two men had 
reached such a degree of tension that a 
breach between them became sooner or later 
inevitable. Whether Mr. Ben-Gurion was 
wise to choose this particular moment to 
clear his decks 1s open to question, and it is 
also surprising that he could not find a 
neater method of disposing of his colleague. 
The change in the direction of the Foreign 
Ministry 1s bound to be interpreted as a 
victory for Mr. Ben-Gurion’s activist 
pohcies and as a defeat for the diplomatic 
methods which have always been advocated 
by Mr. Sharett. 

This change will be noted in the surround- 
ing Arab countries as well as by the Great 
Powers, and it is therefore scarcely likely to 
improve the chances of the more conciliatory 
policy which has been advocated by those 
people who believe that only such an 
approach can lead to an improvement in 
Arab-Israeli relations. After the slight 
easing of tension which has been discernible 
in recent months, partly no doubt as a result 
ol Mr. Hammarskjoeld’s mediation, there is 


» 


a danger that. mutual fears will again grip 
the peoples on either side of the frontiers. 

The international position in the Middle 
East is, in any event, so precarious that it 
is unfortunate if anything should take place 
which increases the difficulties. Cairo has 
now become the centre of gravity, and 
this week we are witnessing the celebrations 
organised by Colonel Nasser to mark the 
end of the British occupation of the Canal 
Zone and, in consequence, the virtual dis- 
appearance of British influence over Egypt. 
The Russians have seized the opportunity 
to send their new Foreign Minister, Mr. 
Shepilov, to Cairo, where we may be certain 
he is doing his utmost to undermine what 
is left of Western diplomatic and economic 
power. No-one knows what advice he is 
giving to Colonel Nasser in regard to his 
relations with Israel but nothing has tran- 
spired recently which would indicate that the 
Russians have changed their opinion that 
the State of Israel is an outpost of Western 
“imperialism” in the Middle East or that 
Russia views the Zionist Movement with a 
more friendly eye than she has done in the 
past. There is also no indication that the 
Russians have made any attempt to assuage 
the Arab countries’ hostility towards Israel, 
while the existence of the Baghdad Pact, 
jointly condemned by Russia and Egypt, is 
ever exploited as a symbol of the Western 
Powers’ imperialist intentions. In the com- 
plexities of this situation it remains to be 
seen whether Mr. Ben-Gurion’s methods of 
handling foreign affairs will be more success- 
ful in steering the ship of state through the 
shoals than those of the skilled pilot whom 
he has dropped. 


ANTISEMITISM IN 
POLAND 


IT is most disturbing to learn of the 
recrudescence of antisemitic incidents in 
Poland. This is particularly so because in 
all fairness it must be admitted that the 
Communist Government, whatever its short- 
comings, had sincerely striven to combat 
this age-old prejudice among the Poles and 
had taken firm action where outbursts of an 
anti-Jewish nature had occurred. And one 
would have thought that ordinary feelings 
of humanity alone would have prevented 
this evil again being allowed to show itself 
in Poland, the very charnel house of Eastern 
Jewry, where so many millions of our people 
perished during the war. Last week we 
published the Polish police version of the 
breaking into a synagogue in Lodz. This 
version attributed the act to minor offenders 
and suggested that the incident was of small 
importance. But in view of the deep 
concern expressed in an article last Saturday 
in the Warsaw Fo.ks-SzZryMe over the 
growing evidence of antisemitic manifesta- 
tions in Poland today—excerpts from which 
are published elsewhere in this issue—it 
begins to look too much like official police 
whitewashing. | 
Ironically, all this seems to be taking place 
just at the moment when Poles themselves 
are able to breathe more freely again. 
It is worth recalling that after the First 
World War, when Poland became a free 
country again after centuries of suppression, 
the event of liberty was tragically marred 
by such anti-Jewish outbursts that an inter- 
national commission had to be dispatched 
to investigate the situation. It is a terrible 
commentary on affairs there today if the 
Jewish paper—the central Yiddish organ of 
the Polish Communist Party—has: had to 
devote several columns to the subject of 
antisemitism. This is an attempt, no doubt, 
to allay Jewish fears, and, it should be added, 
the paper quotes liberally from non-Jewish 
journals in Poland, which significantly have 
also thought it necessary to comment on 
the revival of antisemitism. This comment 
in itself, of course, is a hopeful sign: at 
least the Government does not countenance 
the evil, even if certain Communists—as 
the FoLKs-SZTYME points out—give it their 
tacit support. 
In this latter connection one wonders 
whether the persistent refusal of the Soviet 


Government to grant Russian Jewry the 


same rights as are accorded to other national 
minorities in the U.S.S.R. may not be having 
some.effect in stimulating antisemitic expres- 
sions in Eastern Europe today. But surely, 
as far as Poland is concerned, the suffering 
endured during the war by both Poles and 
Jews should have resulted in a common bond 
which would make mutual hatred perish for 
ever.

HIGH PRICE OF MEAT 


THe Jewish public, and particularly the 
housewife, will have welcomed the initiative 
of the Board of Deputies last year in setting 
up a special committee of inquiry into the 
price of kosher meat and poultry, and there 
will be much appreciation of the way the 
committee, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Harry Samuels, has gone about its work. 
Mr. Samuels presented the committee's 
report (whose findings and recommendations 
were summarised in our last issue) at the 
meeting of the Board last Sunday, and a use- 
ful exchange of views resulted among the 
members which serves to reinforce the long- 
standing complaint of that great number of 
Jews in various parts of the country besides 
London who wish to keep to the dietary 
laws, particularly as they relate to meat and 
poultry, but who find it increasingly difficult 
to do so on account of. the relatively high 
cost involved. It seems to be well established 
that the retail prices of kosher meat and 
poultry as compared with their equivalents 
in the non-kosher shops are unduly high— 
the average price for kosher meat, it is 
declared, is Is. 6d. a pound dearer than non- 
kosher, and for poultry Is. 3d., which makes 
a considerable difference on a family order— 
and this great discrepancy cannot by any 
means be accounted for by necessary shechita 
charges and Jewish butchers’ additional 
administrative costs. ~The Shechita Board's 
fees, as Mr. Harry Gaventa, its President, has 
pointed out, are a known and fixed quantity ; 


-the wholesalers claim—and their claim is 


supported by, Mr. Eric Nabarro, the past 


Treasurer of the Shechita Board—that their 


charges are not above normal commercial 
standards; and the general consensus of 
opinion seems to be that where too high prices 
are charged it is some of the retail butchers 
who are responsible. The three recommen- 


dations listed by Mr. Samuels are unexcep-— 


tionable: general reduction of prices ; public 
information on prices; and dealing with 
offenders. It is the third, however, which 
presents the greatest difficulty from an 
official point of view, if the butchers refuse 
to co-operate, although an obvious way for 
housewives would be to refuse to buy until 
prices were reasonable. But the problem 
must be tackled urgently, especially after this 
good start, if the Orthodox young housewife 
is to be enabled to maintain kashrut and not 
be driven to buy trefa. 


OSE 


For over 40 years Ose, the Jewish child- 
care and health organisation, has been 
conducting its beneficent activities. It was 
originally formed in Russia in 1912 by a 
number of public-spirited medical men, 
under the name of “ Society for Health and 
Hygiene among Jews,” the initials of which 
in Russian were O.S.E. Its founders were 
determined to establish a society which 
would not engage merely in philanthropic 
work, but which would raise the standard 
of hygiene of Jewish communities by means 
of mass education. It thus promoted a new 
system of preventive medicine, more 
especially among the young generation, In 
the countries of Eastern Europe. During 
the two World Wars it alleviated the plight 
of thousands of refugees and victims of 
persecution who suffered from the ravages 
of starvation and disease. In 1923 the Ose 
World Union was formed, with autonomous 
national organisations in many lands, 
including Britain. Its splendid record of 
service has now gained it consultative status 
with the United Nations International 
Children’s Emergency Fund, the United 
Nations Economic and Social Council, and 
the World Health Organisation. Everywhere 
it is the pioneer organisation in the domain 
of Jewish medical care and public health 
services. In North Africa, Israel, Europe, 
and Central and South America it has under- 
taken heavy responsibilities, particularly in 
safeguarding the health of children. The 
British Ose Society is an important link in 
this great international work, but it suffered 
a severe blow recently by the death of its 
President, Professor Samson Wright, and of 
its Chairman, Mr. H. J. Amiel. Friends and 
well-wishers met this week, at the House of 
Commons, by invitation of Sir Frederick 
Messer, M.-P. (a non-Jewish sympathiser 
with Ose’s sociological and health work), 
and Dr. Barnett Stross, M.P., and a new 
Committee is to be formed as a result. 
Naturally, the members of this Committee 
are now anxious to gain increased support 
for their activities. These efforts deserve to 
meet with every success.

A History of British Politics from the Year 
1900. By Nevitte Penry THomas.§ Herbert 
Jenkins. 16s.

The story is of parties, policies, and person- 
alities of the past fifty-five years. Mr. Neville 
Thomas gives a readable summary of a hall- 
century notable for world wars, social pheno 
mena, and dynamic political development.

Phis is of course not a book for Gibbonesque 
or Churchillian prose. The style has to be 
pedestrian if the political, social, and economic 
detail essential to the theme can be confined 
to so tight a strait-jacket.

that she attempted to commit suicide 
by remaining im a burning building 
hile wearing a coat with the yellow 
tar, the Jews’ badge. She is saved 
by a Jew. In peace she strives, with 
other good Germans, to find a bond 
of friendship with the yo whom 
her nation has so cruelly tormented. 

Of course, one cannot doubt that 
many such sensitive and liberal Ger- 
mans existed; one can only deplore 
that in real life they were so patheti- 
cally ineffectual. The story as told 
with dignity and simplicity and will 
he remembered by the reader when 
many larger books have been for- 


gotten. 
Theological Labels 


I cannot, however, agree with Canon 
Collins's description of it as a 
“Christian masterpiece.” There is 
nothing in the book, as far as I can 
recall, that suggests that this unhappy 
woman was or behaved as a 
“Christian”; many a good German 
who tried to help a Jew was moved 
by emotions that are not the mono- 
poly of any one religious denomina- 
tion and cannot be. classified by 
theological labels. 

Moreover, while it might appear 
presumptuous for a rabbi to argue 
with a Canon of St. Paul's about 
Christianity, 1 venture to doubt 
strongly whether the spiritual anguish 
of this woman “was expressing itself 
in a Christian manner when she 
attempted suicide, Is it Christian to 
feel so powerless to fight evil that 
one secks escape in self-obliteration ? 
Alas, this feeling of helplessness was 
far too prevalent in Germany, and 
this book is a moving example of 
the impotent spirituality which comes 
when goodness is wedded to a sense 
of futility. A number of books pub- 
lished in recent years with factual 
statements of Nazi bestiality prove 
how aptly the words of Yeats apply 
lo our generation: “ The best = lack 
all conviction, while the worst are 
filled with passionate intensity.” 


MOZART’S LIBRETTIST 


The Libertine Librettist: A Bio- 
graphy of Mozart's Librettist, Lorenzo 
da Ponte.

A ROAD TO MIDDLE EAST PEACE 


By ELIEZER LIVNEH 


EOPLE have been led to 
believe that  Israeli-Arab 
relations have come to a 
point where war is nearly imminent: 
some have even set a date—June 
or July, 1956. Such an opinion is 
thoroughly unwarranted. There is 
no denying that tension between 
some of the Arab States and Israel 
is at a high pitch. A careful 
analysis of the position of both 
parties, however, can only lead to 
the conclusion that actual warfare 
is in fact less likely today than it 
has ever been since 1949. 


As long as there is no peace settle- 
ment between Israel and the Arab 
countries war does, of course, remain 
a potential threat; yet even then the 
critical period in this respect will be 
not during 1956 but at some later 
date. Some measure of intellectual 
effort was still required to prove this 
a few weeks ago; today it should be 
fairly clear to anyone. This does not 
mean that Israel can go easy on 
defence, or that the Powers need not 
restore the balance that has been upset 
in the Middle East by Soviet arms 
shipments to Egypt, for this can only 
increase the chances of war. There 
are, however, certain other conclusions 
that ought to be drawn. 


Effects of Tension 


A tense security position has a most 
unfavourable influence on the 
economy. Foreign investments drop 
off, tourists are discouraged, produc- 
tion costs swell. The resultant econ- 
omic climate is particularly unhealthy 
for a developing country, and in the 
long run it also saps the nation’s 
armed powes. A great deal of circum- 
spection and restraint are therefore 
needed when it comes to doing any- 
thing that may heighten tension. 

It would benefit Israel if the steps 
that have to be taken, like arms 
purchases, could be taken a little 
differently. kt is not at all certain 
whether the glare of publicity which 
attends such transactions is always 
useful. 

Less noise might perhaps achieve 
more results. At the beginning of 
May. for instance,. banner headlines 
in the daily paper Davar, which 1s 
close to the Government, proclaimed 
that Israel was getting 82 jet aircraft 
from France. It is open to question 
whether such an announcement helped 
Israel to get armaments from France 
or from anywhere else. It is also 
rather unlikely that publicising dates 
by which Israel's demands for arms 
“must be met” really spurs. the 
Powers concerned to give an answer 
by such a date. All in all, if the 
problems of Israel's national security 
are to be considered within a more 


‘comprehensive framework, many ol 


their aspects ought to be reappraised. 

If this approach is applied to Arab- 
Israeli relations the basic principles 
of Israel's foreign policy appear in a

eldest son of a tanner. The Coneg- 
lianos were a fairly well-known 
family in that part of Italy and 
counted among their members a 
number of distinguished scholars, as 
for example Dr. Israel] Conegliano, a 
physician and diplomatist who, at the 
end of the seveteenth century, played 
an important réle in the relations of 
Venice with the Sultan of Turkey.

Ironically enough, she was the 
daughter of a man who was almost 
certainly. ef Jewish extraction and 
possibly a Jew himself. 


different light. One myst, it is true, 
be prepared for the worst; but must 
one not also work for the better ? 
In other words, side by side with 
military preparedness, efforts to 
achieve a peaceful settlement are in 
order. In fact they are particularly 
in order now that the emphasis is on 
preparedness, 

I do not mean that an Israeli peace 
plan will immediately be rewarded 
with Arab good will. I am.not even 
certain whether an attempt in this 
direction will ultimately be successful; 


. but I do believe that an Israeli effort 


lor peace is morally right and politi- 
cally worth while whether it is suc- 
cessful or not, which depends on both 
sides. One must not forget that in 
addition to the Arab States and Israel 
there are in the world other factors 
whose attitude towards, and appraisal 
of, developments in the Middle East 
are not devoid of importance. 

A new era should be inaugurated in 
Israeli policy. We may start with the 
Israeli attitude towards the United 
Nations. Over and beyond its willing- 
ness to co-operate with the U.N. Truce 


Supervision staff it must actively 
encourage them to expand their 
activities. In its first years the Israeli 


Government occasionally harboured 
suspicion and hesitation when it came 
to the observers’ jurisdiction and 
activities, Such  sensitiveness in 
matters of national sovereignty was 
readily understandable on the part of 
a brand-new State. Since then, how- 
ever, Israel has grown more mature 
and many an apprehension has worn 
off. It is encouraging to note that the 
Israeli Government has agreed to Mr. 
Hammarskjoeld’s proposal to post 
U.N. observers along the Gaza Strip 
and to accord them greater freedom 
of movement. There are other plans 
to make U.N, action along the armis- 
tice lines more effective. Without 
going into details, important though 
these are, it may be well to point out

one general guiding line. From now 
on Israel should not be content to 
be asked to consider such proposals 
by the Truce Supervision Organisation, 
It should itself demand that the U.N. 
staff's work be strengthened and made 
more effective. 

It might prove useful for the Israeli 
Government to change its way of 
speaking about the Arab Governments 
in its broadcasts as well as in its 
official statements. A _ little more 
courtesy and restraint can do no harm 
even if the other side does not recipro- 
cate in kind, The head of the Egyptian 
Government need not always be 
referred to as a dictator, nor his 
Cabinet as the ruling junta. The 
matter is not one of correct socio- 
logical definition—on which there 
may be some difference of opinion— 
but of trying to improve the atmo- 
sphere in which relations between the 
two countries are conducted. 


Compromise Possible 


It is not up to me to draw up a full 
hst of Israech peace proposals. My 
purpose is to demonstrate that com- 
promise proposals are possible even 
in the most difficult questions, and 
that they can profit both sides. 

The Arab States demand, for one 
thing, that the Palestinian refugees 
should be resettled within Israel's 
borders. Responsible Arab states- 
men know full well that Israel, 
absorbing hundreds of thousands of 
immigrants, has no room for large 
numbers of Arab refugees. They also 
know that a number of Arab countries, 
and especially Iraq and Syria, are 
underpopulated and would benefit 
from additional settlers. The demard 
that the refugees be taken back is for 
them, however, a matter of prestige. 

Israel, on the other hand, argues 
that the Gaza Strip, with its thousands 
of refugees, is a trouble-spot from 
which attacks are dirccted against 


Isracli territory and a direct threat to 
peace in the Middle East. No one can 
very well dispute this. 

Would it not be a wise solution to 
transfer the Strip, which since time 
immemorial has been part of Palestine, 
to Isracl, but to transfer it together 
with 100,000 of the refugees who are 
crowded there at present ’ The others 
could then be settled, not far from 
their camps, in the Sinai Desert 
project. This solution would, inciden- 
tally, shorten the border between Israel 
and Egypt by many miles, making it 
immeasurably casier for both sides to 
patrol it. 

The problem of direct land com- 
munication between the eastern and 
western Arab States. ie. between 
Jordan and Egypt, could also be solved 
by a compromise that requires a 
measure of good will. Israel could 
suggest that Egypt and Jordan would 
enjoy free civihan land and air transit 
across Isracli territory at any agreed 
point. Such transit would be granted 
to them not as a favour but as a right, 
without visas, customs, or any other 
interference on the part of the Israeli 
authorities. 

Such an arrangement used to be in 
force in the years 1920-39 between 
Poland and Germany. the latter 
enjoying free passage between the 
main body of her territory and the 
enclave of East Prussia. 

It would be wise for Israel to offer 
the Arab States free ports in all her 
present and future harbours, from 
Haifa to Elath. She in turn would 
be interested in a reciprocal arrange- 
ment in certain Arab ports, but it 
seems to me that Israel's proposal 
ought not to make this a pre-condition. 

t is probable that the immediate 
future will bring to the Middle East 
not war but political pressure. We 
must equip ourselves for an under- 
standing of what this means. There 
will be opportunities, but. there will 
also be pitfalls. The party which is 
prepared will profit from the oppor- 
tunities ; the party which ignores the 
change in the political climate may 
stumble into the pitfalls 
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NO AMERICAN PATTERN OF JUDAISM

Changing Religious Life 


The religious life of American 
Jewry has changed from the time when 
this story might, even hyperbolically, 
be an apt commentary. Like the 
political parties in the United States, 
the religious denominations in Ameri- 
can Jewry have so many facets that 
it is often difficult to distinguish one 
group from the other except by break- 
ing each down into constituent sub- 


. groups. 


Before making some observations 
about the religious life of American 
Jewry. it is necessary to mention that 
the most important fact in American 
Jewish life today. affecting all its 
aspects, is the tremendous prosperity 
of the country. Jews share in this 
wealth and many have become 
possessed of great fortunes from 
housing, the distributive trades, the 
clothing industry, and even from 
heavy industry. This wealth has 
brought with it new inward and out- 
ward pressures upon the Jewish com- 
munity. By inward pressures I mean

to describe the pressure of fund- 
raising which js. the most active 
organising and unifying force in the 
life of American Jewry. The out- 
ward pressure, also resulting from the 
grcat amount of moncy available to 
Jews, 1s the fact that they now have 
the means to do everything. Their 
wealth enables them to go into spheres 
of activity outside Jewish community 
life—some can even afford to marry 
Hollywood actresses! 

Any recent visitor to the United 
States taking even a cursory look at 
Jewish life must have been struck 
by the tendency towards unification. 
The removal from city to suburban 
life where Jews live very much 
together has fostered a spirit of com- 
munal unity. ‘This localised spirit to 
unite has made itself felt in the wider 
national scene by the organisations 
of Community Councils. the National 
Community Relations Advisory Coun- 
cil, the Synagogue Council of America 
and. of course, centralised fund- 
raising. But. paradoxically. the 
Strongest divisive force is religion, 
though the general interest in religion 
has never been greater. 

There are three main streams of 
Jewish affiliation: the Orthodox, Con- 
servative, and Reform. But each of 
these groups is itself divided. On the 
right. Orthodoxy is split. Rabbi 
Hollander. until recently the President 
of the Rabbinical Council, one of 
the Orthodox groups, represents a 
faction largely composed of immigrant 
rabbis who are uncompromisingly 
Orthodox. But some of the younger 
American-born Orthodox rabbis, 
graduates of Yeshiva University, are 
ready to make some adaptation of 
Jewish observance in the light of 
current thought and life. Most of 
these younger rabbis have contact on 
the local level with their colleagues in 
the Conservative and Reform 
Ministry: some of them even recog- 
nise deviations from Orthodox prac- 
tice. Thus many of them, already 
compromised by their concessions, will 
not follow Rabbi Hollander, and a 
split is likely to develop at the next 
session of the Rabbinical Council. 

Conservative Judaism is fumbling. 
Modelled upon the United Synagogue 
in this country, if has proceeded 


further than its parent in the modi- 
fication of traditional Jewish practice, 
Within its tolerant ambit there is an 
enormously wide range of observance 
~——at one end almost indistinguishable 
from Reform and at the other from 
Orthodoxy, Proud of its willingness 
to cater for all tastes, it has for that 
reason developed few principles and 
has little dynamic leadership. In its 
ranks is the Reconstructionist Move- 
ment, a thoughtful and “ aggressive ™ 
group, blazing an erratic trail which 
the Conservative (and even Reform) 
movement hesitantly follows. 

Neither is Reform more united. It 
is fashionable now to speak of 
“ Classical” Reform to distinguish it 
from the New Reform which is return- 
ing to some of the traditions jettisoned 
by the founders of the movement. Its 
youth seeks warmth, colour, and ctre- 
monial and the movement is ficxible 
enough to yield in support of this 
demand. 


Search for a Pattern 


Judaism faces an entirely new phase 
in the United States. The stresses of 
the environment, the prosperity, the 
need for roots, the uncertainty and 
the American habit of experimenting 
all have their effect. There is a 
searching in all groups for an authentic 
American pattern of Judaism. The 
Reform movement claimed in the past 
that it provided such a pattern, but its 
current shifts of emphasis indicate 
that the search still continues ( 
servatism is still too vague to 
described as a movement with o 
ticular philosophy, and Orthodoxy 1s 
cleft by the realisation by some that a 
twenticth-century American environ 
ment does not permit the flowering 
of the East European pattern of 
traditional Judaism. 

The religious movements are there- 
fore in flux. The intense Jewisnness 
of American Jewry and their great 
numbers ensure, | think. that Judaism 
will flourish. But none of these 
movements can claim that integrity 
which alone makes for survival: me 
distinctive pattern of Amencan 
Judaism is still to emerge from i 
present turbulent germigation.

‘ DAY SCHOOL PLAN TAKES SHAPE 


Education Director’s Consent 


From our Correspondent 


It was Stated by Mr. Ephraim Gold. 
berg. when he presided last week at the 
annual meeting of the Talmud Torah 
and Board of Jewish Education, that 
the project for establishing a Jewish 
day school in Glasgow has now taken 
definite shape. 

Mr. Goldberg said that in response to 
the qguesuionnaire on the proposed scheme, 
which had been sent by the Board to 
about one thousand parents, three 
hundred affirmative replies had been 
received. The Board considered that a 
favourable response; and a deputation 
then had an interview with Dr. H. 
Stewart Mackintosh, -the Director of 
Education for Glasgow, and Cllr. M. 
Galpern, Convener of the Education 
Committee. As a result, Dr. Mackintosh 
had conceded the right, in principle, of 
the Jewish community to have its own 
day school. 

Dr. Mackintosh had, said Mr. Gold- 
here. pointed out that there was a lack 
of suitable accommodation for a school 
building, and had told them that they 
could acquire a building or a house for 
that purpose, and then request the Cor- 
poration to take i over. The only 
alicernative was to build their own day 
school, which would cost about £100,000. 
Mr. Galpern, however, had 


that in the interim period classrooms in 
ceriain schools might be placed at the 
disposal of the Jewish Board and Lr. 
Mackintosh had agreed to that course 

here was no reason why they snould 
AO start such classes at the Shawlands 
School and the Annette Stree School, 
said Mr. Galpern. The Board at present 
conducted Chedarim in those schools. 
and children attending the Jewish dav 
Classes there could continue their Hebrew 
Studies. There were Canicen facilities in 
both schools, and children would be able 
lo have a meal between the day classes 
and the evening classes.

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JEWISH MUSICIANS 


By AUNTIE 


HERE is a legend in the Talmud 
which tells that above King 
David's couch there hung his 
harp. At carly dawn, when all the 
world lay hushed in sleep, the morning 
breezes would begin to blow and, as 
they blew, the harpstrings would stir 
and play of their own acord. Thus 
music was instilled in David and, when 
he arose refreshed, he would compose 
the Psalms which he set to the melo- 
dies of the harp. 

But today I want to talk not about 
Biblical music but about some modern 
men who have given sweet music to 
the world. 

First I should like to mention three 
French Jews who were renowned in 
the world of opera: Meyerbeer, 
Halkévy, and Offenbach Meyerbeer, 
although born in Germany, went to 
France at an carly age, and he is con- 
sidered one of the torerunners in the 
composing of grand opera. Perhaps 
his greatest work is “ Les Huguenots.” 

Jacques Halévy was born in Paris at 
the end of the eighteenth century; and 
his name will always be honoured as 
a composer of grand opera. His 
greatest work 1s “La Juive,” and he 
received nearly every musical honour 
France could bestow. 

Offenbach was the son of a chazan 
and he specialised in light, witty opera. 
His gifts put him into the ranks of 
the foremost composers, and I think 
that. of all his works “ The Tales of 
Hoffman © is the best known and most 
appreciated 


“Hebrew Melodies” 


But | am not going to let you 
think that all our Jewish musicians 
came from the Continental countries. 
We. in England, can claim quite a 
number as our countrymen, 
may remember from the Tercentenary 
Exhibition. Isaac Nathan was born in 
Canterbury in 1792 and he set to music 
those. beautiful poems of Byron, 

Hebrew Melodies,” Although he 
actually sang in the Opera House at 
Covent Garden, Nathan was. better- 
known as a music teacher, and one of 
his pupils Was Princess Charlotte, 
daughter of King George IV. 

Another man also had a small share 
in the musical preparation of Byron's 
“Hebrew Melodies.’ This was John 
Braham. who was originally a choir- 
bo, in the Great Synagogue, of 
london, but later became the leading 
English opera singer of his day. 
Braham was a pupil of another 
famous English Jewish musician and 
singer, Leon: (Myer Lyon), who was 
also at one time a choirbov at the 
Great Svnagogue 

In more recent times, we . must 
mention Sir Frederic Cowen, a com- 
poser in all departments of music and 
a conductor of great reputation, and 
Sir Landon Ronald, also a composer 
and conductor and the Principal of 


the Guildhall School of Music, in 
London. 

No doubt you have heard of George 
Gershwin and perhaps listened to his 
“ Rhapsody in Bluc ™ on the wircless - 
and of course you know that wonder- 
ful song writer, Irving Berlin, whose 
haunting songs and lilting tunes 
beguile us. 

Some of the greatest players, 
pianists, and violinists of the present 
time are Jews. One can think, for 
instance, of Rubinstcin. Solomon, and 
Dame Myra Hess among the pianists - 
Mischa Elman, Jascha Heifetz, and

BIBLE TRANSLATIONS 


The Hebrew Bible has been translated 
into many hundreds of languages and 
dialects. The earliest was the Greck 
translation made about 250 B.c.F. and 
known as the Septuagint The Aramaic 
versions (called the Targum) of Onkclos 
and Jonathan were widely current among 
Oriental Jews. The Latin translation 
known as the Vulgate (about 400 c.k£.) Is 
still used by the Catholic Church. -In the 
tenth century Saadia Gaon produced an 
Arabic translation. which has long been 
used by Arabic-speaking Jews. German 
and English translations greatly influenced 
the literature and thought of modern 
times. 

The Authorised Version of the English 
Bible. completed in i611, is a_ great 
masierpiece of English literature, but i 
is less accurate than the Revised Version 
of 1881 and the American Jewish version 
published in 1917. Work has now begun 
on an even more accurate Jewish transla- 


tion into English,

OW did the Duke of

family ?” is a question often asked, 
and it has received more force 
recently from the frequency with 
which it is quoted by his wife, the 
Duchess of Windsor. whose own 
sory of their meeting

EXPRESS. 


The answer is contained in a hittle- 
known letter written by the late Lady 
Battersea, who was Constance de 
Rothschild, a daughter of Sir Anthony 
de Rothschild, and who died in 1931. 
This particular letter was printed as a 
private pamphlet, a copy of which is 
contained in a volume of MS. letters. 
sent by many distinguished per- 
sonages over the years to Lady Batter- 
sea. The Battersea papers were left by 
lord Battersea to the late Miss Lucy 
Cohen. who in turn left them to her 
nephew, Mr. James Waley Cohen, in 
whose possession they now are, 

lady Batterseas letter reads as 
follows: 

“In the spring of the year 1894 ] 
received a letter from the Marchioness 
of Waterford, the only daughter of 
the Duke of Beaufort of that date, 
asking me to call upon her. She 
wrote that she was very ill, dying [she 
died in the autumn of the same year], 
but that she had a most ardent wish 
to see me. | knew Lady Waterford 
a little, but was no intimate friend of 
hers. and was greatly astomshed at 
the request. I went, of course, and 
found her lying on her sofa surrounded 
by books and close to an open piano. 

‘She was a woman between 30 and 
38 years of age ...

“She made me sit close beside her 
and taking hold of my hand said: 
‘| sent for you because I want you 
to tell me your opinion concerning a 
subject that interests me greatly, that 
entirely absorbs me. J] am convinced,’ 
she continued, ‘that. English people 
are the descendants of the Ten Lost 
Iribes. | have studied the question 
thoroughly, and it gives me great 
comfort. What do you say ?’ 

“| felt much embarrassed, not 
perhaps having given the matter very 
great thought and hardly thinking that 
| could discern any truth in the 
surmise. She went on: “I have read 
many books on the subject and it 
makes me so happy. Great things will 
come to England some day I am sure. 
Can you tell me of any 
scholar to whom I could give my 
reasons for such belief and with whom 
could exchange views ?° 

Yes,” | said, know of such

“" Well, then, please send him to 
me. Remember | am a dying woman 
and | have no time to lose.’ 

“ We talked on for a little and then 
| left her, feeling that I could never 
see her again. 

“| wrote and explained the case to 
4 inend of mine, the late Rev. S.

“ Later on she begged that the then 
Prince of Wales (King Edward VII) 
would come to see her. He went: | 
believe she mentioned again her belief 
that the descendants of the Ten Lost 
Tribes were the English people, and 
then she said: ‘I know that the Duke 
of York (our present King) will soon 
be a father. I wish to entreat Your 
Royal Highness, should the child be 
born a son. to call him David. Great 
doings will happen in his reign, and 
I feel that he should bear the royal 
name of David. 

“] am unable to state the exact 
reply of the Prince of Wales. but | 
believe His Royal Highness was much 
impressed ; at all events, the boy born 
on June 23rd, 1894, the son of the 
Duke of York, was christened, besides 
Edward Albert, George, Andrew, Pat- 
rick, David, the four Patron Saints of 
the Kingdom, and David is the chosen 
name by which he. the present Prince 
of Wales, is always called and known 
by members of the Royal family.” 

Besides some volumes of Ictters. a 
number of Lady Battersea’s diaries 
and others of Lady de Rothschild (Sir 
Anthony's widow) were also left to 
Mr. Waley Cohen, and he _ has 
presented some of them recently to the 
British Museum, where they may be 
seen under Nos. 47915 to 47964. In 
addition, he has presented to the 
Museum a series of letters written by 
Lord and Lady Battersea or received 
by them (Nos. 47909-47914). 


Sewish Cookery

MINT 


Add one or two sprigs of mint when 
boiling new potatocs and green peas. 


Mint Sauce. Sprinkle a little granu- 
lated sugar over the mint leaves and 
chop finely. To 2 tablespoonfuls of 
chopped mint add 2 tablespoonfuls of 
boiling water and when cold add } pint 
of vinegar and sugar to taste. 


Add a litle 
finely chopped mint and a little chopped 
spring onion (or chives) to French 
dressing or salad cream; use on vege- 
table salads. 


Mint Stuffing. Soak stale bread in 
cold water till soft, then drain, pressing 
out as much moisture as possible. Put 
in a basin and beat up with a fork wll 
free of lumps. To 1 pt. of soaked bread 


add a tablespoonful each of chopped 


mint and pafsley, a small grated omion, 
? oz. of shredded suet, and a beaten egg 
Season with salt and pepper and mix 
thoroughly

with mutton or lamb or use to stufl 
a breast of mutton.

Green gooseberries or sour apples, 


Ib.: water, 1 quart; 1 lemon: sugar:

When using dilute with a little 
boiling water and vinegar.

THE CAINE MUTINY 
COURT-MARTIAL 


Among a plethora of plays based solely 
on the “ boy-meets-girl™ situation ut is 
a del to find one that is really about 
somethin In Herman Wouk’'s “ The 
Caine Mutiny Court-Martial.” at the 
London Hippodrome, there is no love 
interest, there is not a single female 
character, and the whole of the action 
takes place in one set—the general court- 
martial room of a naval district in San 
Francisco. Nevertheless the play never 
fails to hold the attention. and the 
gradual collapse under cross-cxamination 
of a psychoneurotic ship's captam is at 
the same time painful and enthralling. 
Lioyd Nolan (who also directs) achieves a 
real tour-de-force as Commander Quecg, 
and even wins some sympathy for this 
unhappy creature with his false geniality 
alternating with ineffective bluster. Nigel 
Stock is excellent as the sensitive and 
conscience-ridden officer (a Jew) who 
breaks Queeg down; and among a very 
strong supporting cast I particularly liked 
Martin Wyldeck’s vignetie of a 
psychiatrist. Some of my colleagues find 
the epilogue slightly out of key: I 
thought it served brilliantly to epitomise 
the play's message. CS. 


ROMEO AND JULIET 


The Old Vic production of “ Romeo 
and Juliet.’ which is to go to America 
in the autumn, is a disappointment. The 
best that can be said for it ts that it ts 
better than the “ Hamlet” that went to 
Moscow.

BEETHOVEN CONCERTS 


The fifth in the series of six Becthoven 
concerts at Festival Hall last week had 
the “Pastoral” Symphony and the 
“ Emperor " Concerto as the main items. 
Josef Krips and the London Symphony 
Orchestra gave a colourful a xible 
interpretation symphony, the 
brookside movement having a quict 
loveliness that was set off perfectly by 
the more robust movements. Claudio 
Arrau’s performance in the “ Emperor ” 
was breathtaking not so much in iis 
brilliance, brilliant though it was, as in 
the majesty of the major themes of the 
first movement, together with the gentic 

ianissimos of the countervailing passages. 

re is a pianist who does not fail us 
in all the vast and highly varied range 
of Beethoven's keyboard genius, 

The series reached its climax with a 
performance of the Ninth Symphony, in 
which Josef Krips marshalled the forces 
of the London Symphony Orchestra, the 
Adexandra Choir, and four soloists. li 
was preceded by the First Symphony, but 
that pales into oblivion before the 
incredible splendours of the Ninth. The 
first movement was distinguished by iis 
resolutely emphatic statement of the main 
theme im all its varieties. The third. 
which despite all that follows is the 
noblest and most serenely happy of the 
four, floated along seemingly without 
the least effort. The fourth movement is 
for this writer the most problematic in al! 
Beethoven. Its main theme ts simple to 
the point of banality; but then comes 
the rise to‘grave nobility at the close. 
All this was tremendously conveyed 
in the performance, and it must be ranked 
as one of the memorable presentations 
of this culminating symphony. 


JOINT RECITAL 


A delightful recital given by Joyce 
Rathbone and Ilse Wolf, at Wigmore 
Hajl last week, drew its programme 
mainly from Haydn and Mozart. Joyce 
Rathbone had a modern-built fortepiano 
on which to play Haydn, Clementi, and 
Movart works, and gave us a performance 
which one must assume approximated 
closely to what these composers them- 
selves would have heard on this instru- 
ment. Ilse Wolf's artistry is so subile 
that & escapes the inattentive or possibly 
dull ear; her voice is of great flexibility: 
and she has that most precious of gifts, 
the understanding of significant silence. 
If Haydn's “ She Never Told Her Love ™ 
stood out as the prefect exemplification 
of all these gifts, they were equally 
present im every song she sang. The 
power to achieve great variety within the 
narrow compa. of the Lied is given to 
few, but lise Wolf has it. Martin Isepp 
was a discerning accompanist.

The history of our business since the 
end of the war is a record of uninter- 
rupted progress, which pas kept pace 
with the rising prosperity of the 
community. Ten years ago turnover 
was a littl over £26,000,000 and the 
profit, after tax, £1,176,000 Our 
stock of goods and materials at cost 
have risen from about £1,000,000 to a 
lithe over £12,000,000. The propertics 
and fixed assets which in March, 1947, 
siood ia the books at £8.250,000, now 
stand at £43,500,000 after revaluation 
in 1955S. 

Many factors have contributed to 
this remarkable expansion but, above 
all. it is due to concentration upon the 
simullaneous development of our 
merchandise and our stores. 


MERCHANDISING POLICY 
Throughout the post-war period our 
merchandising pohcy has been 
governed by official schemes: The 


Litilitv scheme dominated the scene 
until 1952. It was succeeded by the 
scheme. which released our 


initiative to develop our own materials, 
specifications, and original styles of 
garments. | 

Our achievement in raising the 
quality, value, and attractiveness of 
our goods is the result of a combined 
effort in close co-operation with our 
manufacturers 

We are engaged in a continuous 
study of developments in the textile 
field which will enable us to bring 
better and finer materials as rapidly 
as possible into the service of our 
public 

We specify or control the production 
of our fabrics from yarn to final 
garment. We are thus concerned with 
any new developments which may lead 
to improved or more desirable fabrics. 
New techniques are being evolved to 
improve the traditional fabrics, such as 
cotton, wool, and rayon. Of special 
interest to us is the growing influence 
of new man-made fibres iylon and 
Terylene are now making their 
appearance on a commercial scale. 
Until quite recently their sharc in our 
total sales was small, but it is now 
steadily growing. Nylon in particular 
becoming a most important factor 
in our increasing business. 

99% of our textile goods are made 
in Great Britain from yarn to garment. 
Our brand name, “ St. Michael,” is a 
houschold word, and a guarantee of 
good value. 

Our food division, which is an 
important section of our business, 
specialises in a highly selective number 
of food items. e aim to satisfy the 
large and growing demand for quality 
foodstuffs at reasonable prices. In this 
policy we enjoy the co-operation of 
our leading producers. As the public 
well knows, we attach the greatest 
importance to hygiene and cleanliness 
in the production, handling, and 
counter display of foodstuffs. 


PRICE POLICY 
In the emergency autumn Budget of 


last year the “ D” scheme was super- 
seded by a Straight rchase tax of 
S% on the wholesale valuc. This 


increased the proportion of our textile 
merchandise bearing tax from 30% to 
80%. We bore a considerable pro- 


portion of this tax ourselves by maia- 
taimng prices unchanged for some 
months. We estimate the cost of this 
tax in the present year will amount to 
some £4,500,000 or £1,750,000 more 
than under the “ D " scheme 

We decided that a prompt re- 
cxarmnation of costs was called for to 
see how, despite the tax, we could 
maimiain our prices at the pre-budgcet 
level at least. A continued upward 
drift of prices, if unchecked, could 
only lead to a further inflation of the 
national economy. The vicious circle 
of prices and wages would continue 
with its baneful effect on our economy, 
and on the value of the pound 

Our manufacturers have shown that 
they are in agreement with us as to the 
wisdom of this policy. and they are 
co-operating with us most readily, and 
we have been able to lower our prices 
to the public over a wide range of 
goods. In so doing, we have main- 
tained the same standards of quality 
upon which our reputation has been 
built. 


STORE DEVELOPMENT 


In my speech last year I told you 
that we had set in movon a consider- 
able programme of building and 
development work The lifting of 
building controls bad enabled us, for 
the first time since before the war, to 
draw up a systematic plan for the 
cxtension and improvement of our 
stores. I said that the investment 
required would be large 

We were, at the time, negotiating 
with the Prudential Assurance Com- 
pany to borrow .an additional 
£4,000,000. This was finally agreed in 
the middle of July, 1955. 

Our application for approval to 
make a debenture issuc was sub- 
mitted to the Capital Issues Commit- 
tee on July 22. three days before the 
speech. of the Chancellor of the 
Eacheguer on the balance of paymenis 
situation. He appealed to business 
firms to slow down investrricn not of 
the greatest national ureency The 
Capital Issues Commitiee asked us 
whether, in the light of the Chancellor's 
appeal, we needed to raise the proposed 
sum at the present time. The Board 
decided not to proceed further but to 
revert to our policy of financing our 
development from our own resources. 

We had, however, embarked on the 
first stage of an extensive programme 
In the past year we actually spent 
some £6.500,000, the largest sum we 
have ever invested i store development 
in any one year. There is a balance 
of work amounting to approximately 
£2,500,000 16 be the 
current year, and we shall shortly be 
cxamining new projccts. 

In the past year we have rebuilt 
and reconstructed some 25 stores 
This year we hope to complete the 
rebuilding of the last three of our 
bombed stores. 

Since the war the sum spent on our 
developmemt exceeds £25,000,000, all 
of which has been found from carnings. 
The bulk of this represents the cost 
of rebuilding and reconstructing many 
stores on much more spacious lines

RABBI INTERROGATED 
Alleged Communist Activities

W AaSHINGTON 
Rabhi Abraham Bick. of New York, 
was last week questioned at a public 
hearing here by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities about his 
alleged Communist activities and 
affiliations. 


The rabbi. who writes for the Com- 
munist Yiddish daily Dir Fretnetr, 
mvoked the ‘Sth Amendment of the 
U.S.A. Constitution (which provides pro- 
tection agaist possible § self-incrimina- 
tion) 73 times in refusing to tell the Com- 
mittee of his activities, travels. and 
writines. He said he was an ordained 
rab. but had been without a pulpit since 
1949. When Rabhi Bick said he had lost 
his American passport some of the 
members of the Committee contended 
that “thes ts a clear case of perjury.’ The 
Committee 1s sajyd to have proof that the 
passport was picked up by the American 
authorities at the Canadian border. The 
case may be turned over to the Depart- 
ment of Justice for action It is also 
possible that Rabbi Bick may be cited for 
coniemm of Congress.
